T he county attorney of Crow Wing county has taken advan­ 
tage of a recent decision of the Minnesota supreme court, which 
makes it possible for the district courts of the state to try crim­ 
inal canes on information filed by the county attorney. 
The de­ 
cision is of such recent date that it might have been overlooked in 
this term of court, but the vigilance of the county attorney, by 
taking advantage of the decision, will save the county at least five 
hundred dollars. 
This decision is in line with the attempt that is being made 
to expedite the work of the courts in this state, 
indictments are 
usually voted on the evidence submitted to the grand juries by the 
county attorneys, And both time and expense is saved by dispens­ 
ing with the services of the grand jury, except in cases which 
carry a penalty exceeding LO years.
